10. The composition of claim 8 in which the 
D2-agonist compound is 4- (2-di-n-propylaminoethyl) - 
2 (3H) -indolone hydrochloride. 

11. The composition of claim 8 in dosage unit 
form adapted for use as an antihypertensive composition. 

12. The composition of claim 8 in which the 
quantity per dosage unit is selected^ from the range of 



50-500 mg base weight of said compound. 

The method of treating hypertension, angina^ 
pectoris, congestive heart failure or iinpared kidney 
function comprising administering orally, rectally ojr' 
parenterally to a patient subject to one of these abnormal 
conditions a nontoxic, active therefor quantity <yt a 
compound of the structural formula:
